YOUR NEW HOME 


Do all blueprints fit F H A requirements? 


Yes. All plans are designed to meet FHA standards. 
Certain building codes and local ordinances sometimes 
vary for particular localities, because of climate or 
local customs. Minor changes that may be occasioned 
by these variations can be handled by your local con- 
tractor. FHA standard plans make it possible for you 
to obtain FHA-insured financing because the plans 
have met the exacting standards of the government's 
top housing experts. 


Do you furnish outline specifications? 


We do. With all plans we furnish—at no extra cost 
to you—specification sheets filled in by the architect 
showing all the important materials going into the 
house, describing their quality, and giving details of 
construction. These specifications will save you an 
enormous amount of time and labor, as well as money. 
They are the basis for the contract between you and 
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your builders; or your guide, if you build yourself. The 
quality of materials and construction actually going 
into the house can be checked against this list, as con- 
struction proceeds. Specifications also will enable you — Ps 
to obtain the best possible mortgage terms. ee 


How can | figure a rough estimate of the cost to build 
the home of my choice?

We cannot tell you exactly how much the home of — wa 
your choice will cost. Each plan has been tested many 
times in actual construction, but prices vary so widely - “= 
from area to area that only a local expert can give you c oe 
fairly exact information. That means a contractor, 
materials dealer, or perhaps your local bank or build- 
ing and loan association. In general, costs are reckoned ve “a 
on a square foot basis; and in most areas these costs 2 a 
will range from $10 to $15 a square foot of living 
space; assuming that the work is contracted out. Costs —

the amount of work you do yourself—like landscap- 
ing, or decorating. 

In order to help you get a rough estimate of cost, the 
size of each house is shown by square feet of living 
area. Unless otherwise specified, this does not include 
porches, garages, terraces, etc., since many of these 
features are optional and, of course, cost less per square 
foot to build than the main dwelling. 


I like one of your plans very much but want to see 
what it looks like when it is built. Can you tell me 
where, in my neighborhood, | could see this house? 


We regret that we cannot tell you exactly where in 
your area you can see a finished house built from the 
plans you select. Most homebuilders intend to move 
the moment their houses are built. We don’t get the 
addresses of the building lots from people who build 
plans. We would like to furnish this information, but 
under the circumstances only rarely can we do so. 


What are the advantages of an architect-designed 
house? 


A house designed by an architect who is a small 
home specialist has all the features that you look for 
and want. Comfort and convenience in living are 
planned within an attractive exterior. Every foot of 
livable space is made use of to your advantage. From 
a practical point of view, it is easier to obtain the best 
mortgaging and financing on such a house. If you 
should ever want to sell it, you'll get a much better 
price for the architect-designed house. It has extra 
value built in. 


I like one of your houses, but it would fit better on 
my lot if it were reversed—the garage on the left 
instead of the right, etc. Can | get reversed plans? 


If you desire, we will furnish reversed plans. If you 
find that a particular house plan would suit you—or 
your lot—better if it were reversed, we will (on re- 


quest) send some of the blueprints transposed as in a 


mirror. If you order four sets of plans, for example, 


we will send two mirror images, and two in the orig- 


inal position so that you can read the figures and 


directions easily. Experienced builders and contractors 
find these blueprints entirely satisfactory to work 
from. 


Can you make changes in blueprints for me? 


Your contractor can make changes in dimensions on 
your plans, in most instances with little trouble. How- 
ever, if you wish to make serious alterations in the 
plans, why not look a bit further among our other plan 
books first? You may find exactly what you want in 
another plan, or you may find one that can meet your 
requirements with only minor changes, which can be 
made locally. 


Can | build my house of brick or concrete block, al- 
though the description calls for frame construction? 


If the house plan (or example) calls for frame 
siding, you can build it of brick, concrete block or 
other materials. Your contractor can do this easily; 
only the width of the exterior walls must be adjusted. 


How can I obtain cost estimates for the plan which 
I like best? 


Only local experts can give you exact estimates of 
labor and materials. To aid you, a lumber check-list 
is included with blueprints so that exact quantities 
can be figured for the plan you select, in your own 
building area. 


| would like to have a utility room in the plan | like, 
but not a cellar. How can | do this with your 
blueprints? 


If the plan you choose calls for a basement but you 
would prefer a utility room, no serious problem arises. 
The space occupied by the approach to the basement 
and the basement stairway usually is big enough for 
the heating plant and water heater. Such a change can 
easily be made from our blueprints by your contractor. 

Conversely, the adaptation of a basementless plan 
to one with a basement can be made by your con- 
tractor. 
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The snack bar, with cabinets above, separates kitchen 
area from a lovely dining space, where a wide bow win- 
dow is elegant enough for a formal dining room. It’s 
truly a budget-bonus—a 94” by 10’ family room: 


MOST FOR A MINIMUM BUDGET, 


Only 22’ wide, this compact, clever ranch house fits the 
modern family as though it was tailor-made. One of the 
nicest features is the aspect from the street, with the 
hospitable door and the lovely bow window presenting 
an inviting introduction to the comfort within. A most 
unusual part of the plan is that, like the newest ranch 
homes, living zones are clearly defined. The kitchen and 
dining room occupy a full 17’ across the front and the 
living room and bedroom that doubles as a den take up 
the central section, with the two bedrooms and bath at 
the back. This house has the bedrooms grouped around 
a core hall in order to save every possible square foot for 
livable area, with cross ventilation in the two at the back, 
and two clear windows in the third. The busy housewife 
will be delighted with the kitchen, an efficient U-shaped

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_work area, complete with snack bar at one side. The 


service entry leads down to the basement as well as into 
the kitchen from a sheltering vestibule. Formal dining is 
easily accommodated in the smart, bow-windowed area 
at the front, while the living room at the side is well- 
proportioned for distinctive furniture arrangement. The 
picture window would present a lovely view on a corner 
lot. For practical planning, closets are deep and generous 
and of course there is a full basement for storage and 
utilities. Take special note of the fact that this house is 
as narrow as a livable home can be and even with the 
attached garage, could fit on even less than a 40’ lot in 
some areas. Here at last, the economy that began with 
a minimum lot can be carried out to give you a home 
at the lowest possible cost. 
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WINDOW MAGIC 


ae Large window areas are not only for luxury houses. The 
ee expanse of windows at the corner of the living room was 
achieved by the use of five windows of stock sizes, placed 
side by side. Practical, and oh-so-handsome. A 27’ square 
plan is about the minimum for a two-bedroom house, but 
this home gains distinction by the overhang that shields 
the front door and kitchen window. Vertical siding under

the overhang, painted white in contrast to the barn-red of 
the rest of the house, takes away from any boxy effect too. 
In this house there are eight closets; those in the bed- 
rooms have sliding doors as space savers. A boon to the 
busy housewife is the kitchen, large enough to eat in, and 
convenient to the front door. Here is a home for ease 
and fun.

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side. As you can see, you've got real center hall planning, 
with excellent traffic circulation to all areas of the house. 
The kitchen is at the front and has a lovely wide window 
over double sinks. Plenty of cabinets and counter tops 
are arranged in a comfortable L allowing maximum space 
for a dining nook (with a sliding table) at the glass wall. 
The service entry is just a step away from the garage in 
wet weather, and you can reach the cellar and kitchen 
from this entry for an extra bonus to save tracking 
through. Another thoughtful feature of this plan is the 
bathroom, just off the foyer and featuring a vanity- 
lavatory for use as a guest powder room. Adaptability is 
more than an idea here. It’s a part of the basic plan. 
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There’s a blend of old and new here, 
with the long, low lines of the house, 
enhanced by the bay window, and 
emphasized by the white fence 
around the kitchen garden at the 
front. Inside the foyer a delightful 
contemporary touch is the wood-slat, 
floor-to-ceiling screen, shielding the 
dining area, with the kitchen con- 
venient yet separated. The living 
room is a joy to decorate, with the 
fireplace as a focal point opposite 
the bay window. A minimum hall 
at the back lends privacy to the two 
bedrooms and makes the bathroom 
convenient for a guest powder room.

Smart styling, maximum living comfort and budget cost 
all combine to create a home that has been popularity 
tested from coast to coast.

As you enter the classic front door, you find a trim 
vestibule with a large closet to serve as draft deflectors 
for living room comfort. Two exposures insure all- 
weather ease for this handsome room, and dining area 
and bedroom hall are readily accessible without unneces- 
sary use of the living area.

This delightful ranch-style split level plan makes news 
wherever it is seen, with a plan chock full of extras. 
Of course, the most important news for any family is 
the tremendous playroom on the lower level, almost 34’ 
wide, and boasting of huge picture windows to brighten 
this all important second living room. The convenient 
lavatory is a bonus (economically placed under the fam- 
ily bathroom for ‘plumbing savings), and the laundry 
area is most practical, just to the side of the steps reached 
from the kitchen. On the entrance level you'll find the 
good-sized kitchen-dining room, beautifully divided by 
the generous island counter or snack bar. Big view 
windows offer a wealth of light and air and compact 
cabinets and utility arrangement mean step-saving for 
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work hours. Notice the built-in shelves for pretty, prac- 
tical storage. The vestibule and coat closet shield the 
living room from front door winds and since you can 
reach service, dining or bedroom areas so easily, the liv- 
ing room is kept foot-print free. The great window at 
the front is a magnificent focal point and a feeling of 
greater spaciousness is offered with the open railing of 
the bedroom hall-balcony. Each of the three bedrooms 
is provided with full-length, sliding door closets, and 
the master bedroom has a full wall of this wonderful 
storage. Additional putaway space is found in the cellar 
area and roomy garage. It’s not hard to see the advan- 


tages of multi-level planning, at its best here for the

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ADAPTABLE EXPANSION LEVELS 


This is not a large house, and yet what a wealth of inside 
space it does have. The major features of the ranch-split- 
level are here and this is an excellent example of why 
this type of home is becoming more popular all over the 
country. On the first, or walk-in, level you enter and find 
a guest closet in the tidy vestibule formed by flexible 
shutter doors that give privacy to the dining room. You 
can imagine how the whole area will look thrown into 
One enormous entertaining space for the biggest party.

MULTI-LEVEL EXPANSION 


Living on three levels has been adopted by happy home 
owners all over the country and the popularity of this 
practical plan is greater than ever. But there’s really a 
fourth level here, with a third huge bedroom and walk-in 
closet on the expansion level over the living area. Now at 
last the family that doesn’t need three bedrooms can have 
a handsome split-level home, with the extra expansion 
area for storage till they finish it. The compact plan offers, 
too, a lovely living room with a smart picture window, 


a square dining room bright with corner windows and a - 


dream kitchen with loads of putaway cabinets and work 
space, featuring a chopping block built-in next to the 
sink. A graceful half flight up from the wide foyer, the 
two large bedrooms have cross ventilation for solid sleep- 
ing comfort. Huge closets add their convenience, and the 
bathroom has a vanitory alcove. The half flight up to the 
third bedroom is right outside the bathroom for added 
convenience. Six steps down from the living level there 
is a sunny recreation room.-that opens out to a flagstone 
terrace. The little lavatory is a welcome extra here, as is 
the large closet. And there’s no need to track through 
from the garage or basement-on your way up to the 
kitchen. Thoughtful planning means a bonus of the best 
living on all levels.

Living indoors and outdoors is considered in this trim 
rambler with a smart, modern look. The exterior is simple 
yet striking in brick and shingle with awning windows 
outlined by shutters. This is basically a center hall house. 
The entry, sheltered by the overhang of the roof, two 
steps up from the garden path, has a flower-filled planter 
wall of interesting proportion. Once inside, the living 
room and dining room are to the left, with an ample 
coat closet along the bedroom wall. The living room has 
two features that householders love: corner windows and 
a welcoming fireplace, focal points that make placement 
of your furniture so easy. A shelf at the far corner might 
be adapted for television, unless you prefer to have your 
viewing in the study, one step down from the dining 
room. This adaptable room has glass sliding doors that 
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lead to the terrace for summer living. The kitchen is 
extremely convenient, with a sunny dinette in the bay, 
and a feature in the wall oven and counter top burners. 
Economy in plumbing is provided with the fully tiled 
bathroom back-to-back, and a guest vanitory is a luxury 
bonus. Two of the three bedrooms have two exposures, 
and the master bedroom has a real convenience in the 
extra lavatory. Big, double closets are featured in every 
bedroom and the architect has used sliding doors as 


‘space savers in the third chamber. The garage has been 


integrated with the house, affording extra space for work- 
bench and garden tool storage. Circulation is excellent 
throughout, with an L-shaped hall insulating living from 
sleeping areas, and entry to the cellar stairs right from 
the service door.
